District Judge Charles F Spencer 
Friday morning expressed himself as 
opposed to the unrestricted use of the 
suspended sentence law as is now the 
Custom in Hie courts of Texas, in that 
he believes that in a great nuifiber of 
cases the law is badly abused, anyone 
unknown in the country being able to 
go on the stand and swear they have 
never been convicted 
of a felony 
charge in this or any other state be­ 
fore. ask the jury for a suspended 
sentence, and oftentimes very unjustly 
get the benefit of the law, when it was 
never intended to apply to cases of 
this kind. 
Ile states, “ I believe in the law 
where it is used reservedly and justly, 
but I 
am strictly opposed to the 
abuses now’ prevalent. 
During the 
past week of District Court we had a 
number of cases where the law was 
used wisely, and others where it was 
used merely to save the defendant in 
the case from a just sentence to im­ 
prisonment in the penitentiary. 
A 
number of mere youths have been 
tried before me this week for their 
first real offense against the laws of 
the country and these youths, I be­ 
lieve, if given another chance, will 
profit from the lesson they have learn­ 
ed this time, and make good respecta­ 
ble citizens. ” 
“ Other cases have occurred this 
week where I believe the law has been 
abused by being used to save a de­ 
fendant from a just imprisonment. 
lf I should make any suggestions for 
the revision of the law I would recom­ 
mend that its leniency he granted only 
to youths under twenty-one years of 
age and convicted of their first offense 
against the laws of the country.’’ 
Judge Spencer then told of condi­ 
tions in Cook county where he stated 
counsiderable opposition has occur­ 
red against the suspended sentence 
law because of its abuse. 
“ Owen 
D avis” he stated, “ announced in the 
last campaign for Hie office of county 
attorney, and made the race chiefly 
on tin ground that he promised to 
oppose the suspended sentence law in 
every case should he be elected. 
He 
was almost unanimously elected to 
the office because the people were tired 
of loudened criminals, strangers in 
the country whose record it w as im­ 
possible for the State to show, being 
granted 
the 
suspended 
sentence. 
Since his election, Mr. 
Davis has 
opposed every request tor the sus­ 
pended sentence in my court, making 
hard tights against it in cases where 
he thought it would be an abuse of the 
law to grant the request. 
In other 
cases where he recognized the law 
could be used to the possible benefit 
of the country he kept his word with 
the people by stating he was opposed 
to the suspended sentence, but made 
no tight against the granting’ of the 
suspended sentence as he did in the 
other cases.'’

Pickers preferred to pick 
the half variety at the same price of 
other cotton, bringing the price of 
picking down several dollars per bale. 
Mr. Summerhours, the originator, 
we are informed, of this cotton, lias 
taken the premium at a number of the 
Georgia fairs as being a better grade 
than other varieties. 
Naturally the 
question comes up in our mind how 
cotton can produce more lint to the 
seed and be of an inferior quality. 
We only want the facts. 
If the fiber 
is inferior then we want to drop it. 
but we will have to be shown first! 
We don't propose to be run off the 
job by newspaper talk from people 
who perhaps never worked a day on 
a farm in their lives. 
And it will 
take stronger evidence than this to 
stop the growing of half and half cot­ 
ton in Texas. 
Mr. R. D. Holmes, proprietor of the 
Miles Gin Company is an experienced 
gin man, having been engaged in this 
line of business fourteen years, du­ 
ring- which time he has bought cotton 
extensively of the different varieties. 
Speaking of the Half and Half variety 
of cotton he said: 
“ I claim that the 


H a l f and Half cotton is as good ss 
any cotton I have ever seen. 
The 
staple- commercially will stand up 
with most any other variety, and I 
believe it produces as good lint as 
other varieties, 
lf I were farming I 
would not hesitate to plant the Half 
and Half cotton, in fact I believe I 
would plant it over other varieties, 
providing the seed could be obtained 
at a moderate price.”

interested in the production of cotton 
seed has at la>t succeeded in gulling 
the government agents into condemn­ 
ing this variety of cotton, for at the 
conclusion of the article 
recently 
published by you it is urged that 
farmers plant the variety of cotton 
that produces the largest seed. 
While 
this article did not give any direct 
reasons for condemning half and half 
cotton, further than it was an inferior 
staple, yet by reading between the 
lines one eqjjld see the reasons- that 
there is too much lint and not enough 
seed, effecting, of course, Hie oil mills 
more vatally than any one else 
! have been growing this variety of 
Cotton the past two years and last 
season marketed about tie bales, which 
was accepted on the cotton markets of 
Houston and Galveston, classing as 
strict middling.
